TO KEEP OUR CITIZENS 
OFF BELLIGERENT SHIPS. 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—In the 
W upper house today Senator 

Gore, who recently announced 
his purpose of introducing a bill to 
prohibit American citizens from trav- 
eling on armed merchant ships, pre- 
pared his measure, which is a modi- 
fication of one he introduced January 
5, and which has been held up ever 
since in the Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee. 

His new bill would prohibit travel 
on armed merchant vessels of bellig- 
erents whether armed for offensive or 
defensive, whereas his original meas- 
ure would extend the prohibition to 
all belligerent merchant vessels. It 
would require Americans at the time 
of making application for passports 
to take oath that they would not 
travel or accept tra on on 
armed vessels of any foreign power at 
war, and also would provide for with- 
holding passports from applicants re- 
fusing to take such an oath. Viola- 
tion of the oath would be made a 
felony, punishable by $1000 to $5000 
fine, exception being made, however, 
in case of shipwreck or other distress

PRETENTIOUS memorial, in 
bronze and granite, is to be 
erectéd on Catalina Island in 
en of the late Dr. Charles Frede- 
rick Holder, scientist, naturalist and 
writer. At a meeting held yesterday 
at the office of Dr. Norman Bridge a 
committee of close friends of the de- 
parted savant was formed and it was 
decided to issue an invitation to all 
admirers of Dr. Holder to contribute 
to this memorial tablet fund. It is 
desired that there shall be a large 
number of small subscriptions rather 
than that the fund should be raised 
by only a few of the host of friends 
Dr. Holder had throughout the South- 
west. 
All contributions can be sent to 
Orra Monnette at the Citizens’ Trust 
and Savings Bank, who is in charge of 
the fund. Dr. Bridge is chairman of 
the Holder Memorial Committee, and 
Dr. Fredericka Keep is the secretary.

It was 
under his supervision that the original 
aquarium was established at Avalon a 
dozen or more years ago, and he there 
secured rare specimens of sea life that 
attracted world-wide attentica of nat- 
uralists. He was also an extensive ex- 
plorer and student of archaeology and 
the anthropology of the Southwest, 
and wrote several volumes on these 
subjects. He died in na sev- 
eral months ago.

On 
the contrary, they filled with tears.

relaxed. He had fought and won his 
battle, aided by the girl whom 
he had been accused of meeting in 

Secret rendezvous after school hours. 

Mra. Leftwich testified that one day 
she received in her mall a etartiing 
missive. Inside the envelope addressed 

‘to her was a letter inscribed: 

“My darling wife, Mabel.” 

The writer, whom she discovered 
by the writing and the signature 
“Jerry.” was her husband, told how 
Jonesome he was; how she was the 
dearest one in the whole world to 
him, and signed it “with lots of love 
and a million kisses, from your own 
loving husband.”

GRAMME AND AMERICA’S.

HAVE shown that the existing naval

This requires an expenditure of $95,000, 
000 in five yearly installments. © 

Compare this with the great naval pro- 
gramme recommended by Secretary Dan- 
lels and you see how modest the Japanese 
plan is. The American programme calls for 
the building of ten battleships, six battle- 
cruisers, ten scout cruisers, fifty destroyers, 
fifteen seagoing submarines, eighty-five 
coast defense submarines, four gunboats, 
one hospital ship, two ammunition ships, 
two fuel oil ships and one re 
entails an expenditure of $422,964,087 in the 
five years from 1917 to 1921; that is to say, 
four times the sum required by, the Jap- 
anese plan. 

enormous expenditure provided 

in the American programme is only for 
the ships to be built hereafter. To it we 
must add $48,518,127 for the completion of 
the dreadnaughts now under construction, 
$6,000,000 for naval aviation and $25,000,000 
for reserve ammunition. All in all the five 
years’ programme calls for an expenditure 
of $502,482,214. 

Presuming that both the Japanese and 
the American programmes were carried out 
as they have been formulated, the relative 
strength of the navies of the two countries 
at the end of 1921 will be as follows: 

The Japanese navy—HLHight dreadnaughts, 
four battle-crulsers, fifteen battleships of 
the pre-dreadnaught type, ten cruisers, sixty 
destroyers, twenty-seven submarines. 

The American navy—Twenty-seven dread- 
naughts, six battle-cruisers, twenty-five bat- 
tleships of the pre-dreadnaught type, twenty 
cruisers, 112 destroyers, 151 submarines, 
twenty-four colliers. 

It must be noted that the two American 
dreadnaughts, Michigan and South Carol 
na, and the two Japanese dreadhaughts, 
Kawachi and Settsu, are in the above tables 
included in the figures for battleships of 
the pre-dreadnaught type, because they will 
by 1921 have become too superannuated 
to be called dreadnaughts. A glance at the 
above tables reveals that the American Ar- 
mada will be about three times as powerful 
as the Japanese squadron. But the figures 
are misleading. When we consider that the 
American ships are equipped with a larger 
number of more powerful guns than are the 
Japanese vessels, that most of the Amer- 
ican destroyers and submarines are sea- 
going, that the American navy is better sup- 
plied with fuel ships and other auxiliary 
ships—when we consider all these condl- 
tions it would seem that the American 
navy would have almost four times the 
— of the Japanese navy by the end 

1. 

But what would be the comparative 
strength of the American navy should Con- 
gress reject the administration naval meas- 
ure, while Japan pursued the programme 
which she has adopted? 

In that case America will undoubtedly 
follow the principle laid down in the pro- 
gramme of October 19, 1903, and repeatedly 
emphasized by Mr. Roosevelt and ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy Meyer. The result would 
be that by 1921 the American navy would 
have twice the strength of the Japanese 
navy, instead of four times, as is expected
